When the intelligence of the assault on Mr. Sumner, 
juthe Senate of the United States, reached Boston, it 
jjodaced an excitement in the public mind deeper and 
oore dangerous than I have ever witnessed. It was the 
opinion of some persons that if a leader, daring and reck¬ 
ing enough, had presented himself, he might have raised 
number of men to march on Washington. By re¬ 
jecting men the deplorable act was regarded as the “ be¬ 
ginning of the end ” ; thff spark which was but too likely 
to kindle the train whose explosion would rend the Union, 
betters from Washington informed us that the members 
iad generally armed themselves ; and if the predictions 
received by me from an impartial source had been ful- 
jged, and the crack of the revolver been heard all round 
the House of representatives, the event would have been 
inevitable. 

Immediately on the receipt of the intelligence an indig¬ 
nation meeting was called in Paneuil Hall, which I was 
invited to attend. Not disposed to quit the retirement 
from political life caused by ill-health a year before- 
believing, also, that additional excitement was to be de¬ 
precated—I declined to attend the meeting. It was, 
however, attended and addressed by very sound, conserva¬ 
tive men. In the course of the following week, haviDg 
occasion to repeat my address “ on the character of Wash- 
" I prefaced it with a few remarks on the recent 
es, the object of which was to impart a more 

_ _„ and sober temper to the fiery indignation which 

pervaded the Community. These remarks were exten¬ 
sively quoted and approved in conservative journals, both 
North and South. They are the same which are alluded 
to in the closing paragraph of Mr. Sneed’s card. I en¬ 
close yon a copy of them. 

A day or two after the appearance of these remarks in 
the public papers, a young friend, after expressing his 
cordial approbation of them,(requested me to subscribe 
to a testimonial proposed to be, tendered to Mr. Sumner. 
He did not show me the paper,; nor mention in whole or 
in part the terms in which it was to be expressed. Sup¬ 
posing that it would accord in spirit with my own remarks 
just alluded to, I felt it a duty, in order to avoid miscon- 
pfy vnthliis "request,"wbici 0 / 1 accorll’iogiy agreed*^o" do. 
The paper was sent up to me at a very early hour the next 
morning in my bedroom, where, from ill-health, I had 
passed a bad night, and was still under the influence of 
ether repeatedly inhaled as an anodyne. It was en¬ 
grossed on a very stiff Bheet, rolled up, the lower end 
outward. I unrolled it up to the names already subscribed ; 
those which Btruck my eye were of judicious and reflect¬ 
ing persons; and without reading or seeing the caption 
I signed my name. This, of course, was a great indis¬ 
cretion, but of a kind perhaps not unnatural under the 
circumstances of my illness. This is the paper given at 
length in Mr. Sneed’s card. . 

As soon as I saw it the next day, in the public prints, 
Iinformed the'youDg gentleman who had procured my 
signature that I could not have signed the paper had I 
TOn aware of the spirit in which it was drafted and the 
terms in which it was expressed. 1 made the i 
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but he indulged in statements so barefaced and sophis¬ 
tries so palpable that any sensible child could have seen 
their absurdity. It was evident, also, that he spoke from 
a love of speaking, and enjoyed exceedingly hearing him¬ 
self talk .—Journal of Commerce. 
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The Church of the Puritans in this city was crowded 
last Thursday with an audience eager to join in the denun¬ 
ciations of the American Tract Society, on account of 
its recent glorious triumph. As we sat by the side of the 
pulpit and surveyed the assembly, we could not see one 
layman whom we had ever seen before—not one. Of the 
hundreds and thousands of our fellow-citizens, whom we 
have been wont to meet for these many years in the great 
gathering in behalf of Missionary, Bible and Tract Socie¬ 
ties, and whose faces have become familiar—of the scores 
of distinguished men who are foremost in every noble 
work of Christian charity, and whose opinion in this com¬ 
munity carries weight with it, and whose presence gives 
dignity to every cause they support—of all these, there 
was not one whom we could recognize. We say nothing 
against the respectability of those who composed this 
meeting, bnt we state a fact from which those at a dis¬ 
tance may infer that the indignant gentlemen were not 
* u e men on whom any good cause must exclusively rely. 

In the pulpit were the Rev. Drs. Cheever, Thompson, 
Rev. Messrs. Clark, of Brooklyn, and Dennison. After 
prayer by Mr. Clark, Dr. Cheever read the 13th chapter 
of Ezekiel,in which “ lying prophets’’aredenounced,and, 
as he read, he applied the words to the brethren of the 
Tract Society, to the amusement of Dr. Thompson and 
many of the audience. Dr. Cheever then read a very 
smart speech, an hour long, in which he cursed the Tract 
Society in the same tone and spirit and with the same 
effect with which, from the same pulpit, he cursed the 
Supreme Court. It was full of wit and wickedness, gall 
and bitterness, and of course was received with unbounded 


applause by the assembly, stamping of feet, clapping of 
hands and roars of laughter, making more noise and 
uproar in the church than was made durtag the entire 
day of the great session of the Tract Society. 

He took ground boldly against the action of 185’,, 
denouncing the resolutions moved by his independent 
brother Thompson, as utterly ridiculous and preposter¬ 
ous, and he also denounced the Society for not affirming 
the same resolutions again! He declared that unless 
slavery is a sin, and to be condemned as such, out aDd 
out, the Tract Society has nothing to do with it, and 
only because it is the greatest and.widest spread of all 
sins would he insist on the Society attacking it. He 
compared the Society’s present course to that of a dealer 
in charts, who should sell to a captain a chart out of 
which was erased a certain reef of rocks on which he 
would be likely to be Wrecked. “Now,” said this emi¬ 
nently religious preacher, Dr. Cheever, “ would it be any 
comfort to this captain, when he went down, that he had 
Baxter’s Saint’s Rest in his pocket ? ” This was received 
with tumultuous applause. It was such a good hit 1

John 
Jay, Esq., then made a tame and lame review of the 
Tract Meeting.

He said the Society 
rejected the resolution which he offered ; a statement he 
knows, and Dr. Cheever who made the same statement 
knows, is not correct; the Society laid Jay’s motion on 
the table, because it did not desire to consider the subject. 
Dr. Thompson next addressed the audience, giving a 
second edition of his “ Sambo and Tony ” speech, but 
making no reply to the attack which Cheever made upon 
his resolutions of 1857. Then Dr. Tyng was called on

:ontaining the measures to be adopted by the Committees 
of Emancipation. 

The ukase declares, in the first place, that it was agreed 
upon in the presence of the Emperor, in GraDd Committee, 
the Grand Duke Constantine assisting, as usual. It then 
sets forth the object of the proceedings of tbe Committees 
appointed in the Governments, traces their progress, and 
epjoiDS them to conclude in six moDtbs, when the regula¬ 
tions will be submitted to the approval of the Emperor, 
to be put immediately into execution. 

The ukase, after having recognized the necessity of 
taking into consideration, in the regulations of the pro¬ 
vinces, the various modifying local circumstances, states 
that there is Deed of a normal regulation which shall 
serve as a general basis. This normal regulation is com¬ 
posed of ten chapters, of which the following are the 
titles : 




A CAPTURED AMERICAN SLAVER—VISIT] 
TO THE DISMANTLED SHIP.

U. S. Frigate Powhatan, 
Jamestown, St. Helena, Feb. 1,1858. 

I have just witnessed a sight, which may my eyes 
iver behold again— a Slaver ! I climbed up its side; 
r walked its decks; I went into the hold; I sat down 
upon the planks where human beings, like myself and 
mine—men, women and children—had sat a short time 
before, but manacled and fettered ; and where they had 
sighed, sickened, and many had died, and then been 
thrown into the deep, without prayer, without coffin, aDd 
without shroud, just as dogs, when dead, are tossed into 
the deep. Bat all was silent now ; not a living form was 
seen ; not a sigh was heard; not a tear was shed ; while 
fancy, left free to do its work, filled the slave-deck with 
groans, skeletons, corpses, and death. Here and there I 
picked up a rude article of wood, whittled into some 
shape like a comb or spoon by the wretched prisoners, or 
a piece of their manacles and chains*or a tool of steel or 
iron uged in fastening and remaktag their manacles and 
fetter? ; while the whole scene seemed to be made present 
and liviDg by the fragment of a shell which had been fired 
into the slaver by the British armed steamer which cap¬ 
tured it. I walked, and sat, and mused, and then rose, 
and walked, and mused again, unable to realize where I 
was, and what I saw. I had read of slavers^ and the

which fastened the feet. Thus nearly all motion of the 
body and exercise of the limbs was impossible, men in 
the stocks having as much liberty as they had, with all 
the advantages of light and air. Even for a day, such a 
position would be painful and almost intolerable; what 
then a passage from continent to continent over the broad 
Atlantic, amidst storms, and calms, and suffocation, and 
occupying often sixty days and more 1 
Occasionally the slaves are taken on deck in gangs, 
where they may breathe the pure air a short time, and 
where they are washed by having buckets of salt water 
thrown upon them, their fetters and manacles yet remain¬ 
ing on them, and the salt water washing the sores and 
raw flesh which their sitting position on the hard planks, 
then pressing against each other, together with the gall¬ 
ing irons, have made. Both men and women are either 
utteily Daked or else have hardly the equal of a fig-leaf 
apron for their protection. The stench and filtB are 
necessarily horrible and indescribable, which a stable or 
a stye can hardly exceed, and seldom equal. Such accom- 
rnodations had been provided by Americans, citizens of 
the Charter Oak State, for unoffending men, women and 
children, on the distant coasts of Africa. It is not strange 
that a frightful moitality soon broke out, which ended 
the woes of many, and would have done of all, but for the 
providential capture.

was the reality 1 I was standing in the midst of all its 
horrors. It was no phantom I saw : the infernal reality 
was before me, living, moving, palpable; I saw it; I 
touched it; I stood upon it; 1 descended into its pit ot 
the blackness of darkness; and more truly than Jonah 
“ from the belly of hell cried unto the Lord.” 

For days I had gazed upon this strange-looktag craft, 
which was anchored at some distance from us and all the 
vessels, wondering what it could be; for, though evidently 
new, and well constructed, and in good condition, all the 
masts were taken down, the rudder was gone, not a rope 
or spar was left, nor was a human being to be seen who 
appeared to command it or have any interest in tbe ship. 
Gloom and silence reigned around it. All the vessels in 
the harbor seemed to shun it as a plague-spot, and an¬ 
chored at a distance; and when the flags of all nations 
savlv flaunted upon the breeze, no colors disported from 
this sullen, dismal keel. Death reigned 1 and as much by 
day as by night. The mystery was solved when, upon 
inquiry, I was told it was a slaver, 
the coast of Africa, and proh pudor . 

and worse still, a Connecticut slaver! obtaining permis¬ 
sion from the local authorities. I took a boat of the 
Powhatan, with ten strong oarsmen, and, climbing over 
the side of the dismantled ship, spent an hour or t 
its examination, after which I proceeded by the 
conveyance to Rnpert’s Valley, a short distance east from 
Jamestown, where, for the present, the recaptured Afr 

Thffriaver is a brigantine, and was built about four 
years ago in New London, Connecticut. It was admi¬ 
rably constructed for speed, being something less than 
150 feet in leDgth by less than 30 in width, and having a 
measurement 0 ® 22(1 tons. The hold was entirely empty. 
Some planks had been torn up from the bottom, probably 
in search of money, which slavers usually conc f al ther ® 
when there is danger of being captured. Aprivateon 
board the Powhatan tells me that once, when be was

Each of these articles is then separately explained. 
7e can draw from them the general idea that serfdom is 

forever abolished in Russia, and can never again be estab¬ 
lished there under any form whatever. The condition of 
the peasants, when the regulations are once confirmed, 
will be on a par with that of the other classes of citizens.’ 

The name of seigneurial peasants will be changed to 
peasants by contract; that is, they treat freely and at their 
own pleasure with the proprietors concerning the condi¬ 
tions of their work. But until the confirmation of definite 
regulations they must be made to understand that they 
must be submissive, and cannot leave the land. Then the 
ukase orders a regulation to be prepared, according to 
which the peasants can chaDge their condition so as to 
enter, for instance, into the class of citizens. Next the 
duration—and it must in every case be short of this tran¬ 
sition state preceding their trial emancipation—is to be 
determined. 

And finally, the Imperial nkase peremptorily commands 
that there be inserted in the new regulations a clause com¬ 
pelling the proprietors to cede to their serfs the toclosures 
which they occupy, together with their houses, beside a 
certain quantity of cultivable land, greater or small” 
according to circumstances.

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THE GERMAN VINE-GROWERS OF MISSOURI.

Marthasville, Warren Co., Mo., May 19,1858. 

The German element in the population of Missouri is 
becoming now a most important one in determining the 
destinies of the State. The German shopkeeper, me¬ 
chanic and merchant are crowding oDe portion of St. 
Louis, and already form a population of nearly 75,000. 
The German peasant and vine-dresser and farmer art 
settling all over the hillsides and the beautiful valleys of 
the interior, which the American pioneer had neglected 
for the rich river bottoms. Villages spring up where 
one hears no laDgnage, day after day, but the language 
of the old Fatherland. German Judges of the Peace 
are appointed in some of the counties ; newspapers are 
published, laws printed, notices posted, school books 
issued, all in the foreign toDgue. The best agriculture 
of the country is falling into the hands of this busy, tho¬ 
rough people. Slavery melts away before the free Teu¬ 
tonic industry. The slaveholders find themselves com¬ 
peted with od tbe market,, undersold and far outstripped 
in the yield of the arable lands. They sell their worn- 
out fields to these intrusive foreigners, and emigrate with 
their negroes in disgust to Texas. Besides, as a German 
well explained to me, the slave is becoming too expensive 
for labor. A healthy negro man costs now in Missouri 
some $1,200. Capital is worth here at least 10 per cent., 
so that his cost to the owner, without reckoning expenses 
of food, clothing, medicine and shelter, is $120 per an¬ 
num. Then there must be added to this the cost of his 
absent or sick days, his “ sulkiness ” (which is, yon know, 
a disease in the medical books), and his general disposi¬ 
tion to shirk or do badly work in which he has no inte¬ 
rest. Now, against all these expenses and annoyances, 
the sum of $100 will procure the services for the year to 
the new settler of a free, intelligent, efficient, careful Ger¬ 
man laborer, who takes care of. himself and has no sulks. 
Is it any wonder, with this statement alone, that thenew- 
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white slave at church. When she left for her home in 
company with some two or three female friends, they fol- 
lowed them and attempted to arrest her. She, acting on 
the Apostle’s injunction, “ If thou mayest he free, use it ” 
rather resisted the attempt at a capture. She bad pluck 
as well as religion, as the Kentuckians found. While 
they were squabbling, two policemen came up and remon¬ 
strated with the young men “ for abusing the ladies.” The 
girl slipped off, leaving the police and the Kentuckians to 
settle matters. The next day she started for Canada via 
the Underground Railroad, and, as she says in a letter 

received here a day or two ago, “ arrived safely at-, 

hearing nothtog of the pursuers on the way ; is well, and 
has met with kind friends.” 

We regret to say that the young Kentucky gentlemen 
have dropped church-going, and, if we may believe one 
of the girl's companions, on the night of the attempted 
arrest made use of certain phrases which, though often 
heard in (Orthodox) churches, are decidedly improper 
when used by laymen. 

SOUTHERN COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 

Correspondence of The Times. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 14,1858. 
The Southern Commercial Convention closed its ses¬ 
sion to-day, and I venture to a3s- rf lhai niivl-i^bcfore, in 

the history of Southern Conventions, was there witnessed 
such an exhibition of low, contemptible demagogueism 
and political cant. These assemblages seem to be degen¬ 
erating, both in the character of their aims and purposes, 
as they move southward. From being commercial con¬ 
ventions, they have become political conventions, prosti¬ 
tuted to the base purposes of promoting the ambitions 
aims of some political demagogue of the place in which 
they are held. As I anticipated at the outset, the discus¬ 
sion of the slave trade question was continued to the very 
close of the session of this Convention, terminating in an 
order to lay the subject on the table and print the reports 
submitted by Mr. Spratt, of South Carolina, and Mr. 
Yancey, of this city. The former of these reports pro¬ 
posed a revival of the slave trade, the latter a mere 
removal of the existing prohibitory laws npon that sub¬ 
ject. The further consideration of the whole matter was 
reserved for the next Convention, to be held at Vicks¬ 
burg, Mississippi, in May next. So that nothing bas 
been done, save tbe delivery of windy speeches, without 
point and without aim. The whole thing was the most 
ridiculous farce I have ever seen played out. 

How men of sewe so far permit themselves to be duped 
i to be induced, year after year, to lend their sanction to 
proceeding which has not the merit or dignity of a tan¬ 
gible aim or purpose, is a matter of surprise to me. I 
should have supposed that the fruitless result of the seve¬ 
ral Conventions held hitherto would have admonished 
them of the utter futility of their efforts to remedy so- 
called evils. But no; it would seem as though they re¬ 
gard the denunciations hurled forth against the North 
and the General Government, which they hold to be its 
agent, as an ample equivalent for the trouble and expense 
of attending these conventions. All tbat is attractive to 
them must necessarily lie in these features, for of such are 
they mainly constituted. 

The only speech delivered on the African slave trade 
question to-day was one by Mr. Spratt, the Chairman of 
the Committee that presented the report. The balance 
of the day was taken up in the discussion of mere local 
matters of no importance. The resolutions to which I 
referred in my last letter, relating to the Americanization 
of Mexico and Central America, were briefly considered 
and afterwards adopted. They contained severe denun¬ 
ciations of Paulding for his arrest of General Walker, 
declaring his course to be “ illegal and disgraceful,” and 
asserting a purpose to make a similar act in future a 
cause of disunion and physical resistance. The Hon. 
Percy Walker, of Mobile, who offered the resolutions, 
advocated them briefly, and denounced Commodore Paul¬ 
ding as a “disgraced man.” Gen. Walker was present 
durtag the decision, and seemed much pleased at the 
adoption of the resolutions. This expression of a purpose 

seems to be the prevailing impression here, and the action 
of the Convention to-day foreshadows clearly such a pur¬ 
pose. The vote upon the adoption of these resolutions 
was taken by States, and every State save South Caro¬ 
lina voted unanimously in the affirmative. The South 
Carolina delegation was almost fairly divided upon the 
question. 

A series of resolutions introduced by Judge Jones of 
Georgia, recommending the Governors of each of the 
Southern States to call a Convention and appoint thereto 
a delegation from each State equal to its representation 
in Congress, with a view to devise some means to remedy 
the grievances of the South, and, in case of a failure, to 
determine such means, then to dissolve the Union, were 
laid upon the table. Ton will therefore eee that when 
the test is applied, these hot-headed Southerners do not 
come up to the mark.

ESCAPE OF A WHITE SLAVE. 

jfirom Tlie Cincinnati Gazette, May 17. 

About the first of January there arrived at the depot 
of the U. G. R. R. in this city a woman, quite handsome, 
and perfectly white, who came from Lexington, Ky. She 
told a story, the truth of which was subsequently ascer¬ 
tained by the agents of the U. G. R. R. Her father was 
her first master, and resided in the interior of Kentucky. 
As we have said, the negro element in her was completely 
blanched out. She was, consequently, treated like a free 
person, and was told by her fattier that in his wiil he had 
made provision for her manumission. Her father died, 
and his will was, it is supposed, destroyed by some of the 
heirs, as it contemplated a disposition of his property not 
acceptable to them. The girl was sold with tbe estat . 
She was bought by a man who treated her so badly that 
she attempted to run away. She was caught, r B 
back, and beaten so that she still bears the “*ar 
whip upon her back. Her second attemp P

tem of forced labor. No doubt, too, many of the slave¬ 
owners were led into the Bystem against their better prin¬ 
ciples by circumstances—by the difficulty which formerly 
existed of procuring any hired labor except that of hired 
slaves—and now feeling the pressure of the ideas of the 
age, they are glad to be rid of the burden. This explains 
the fact that some of the slaveholders themselves are 
leaders now of the Emancipation party. Still, the great 
influences which are pushing forward, at such rapid rate, 
the cause of Emancipation ta Missouri are no doubt the 
industrial and the economical. Among these, one of the 
mo 3 t efficient is the development of a peculiar branch of 
agriculture, destined to a great success in that favored 
State. I mean the culture of the vine. Vine-growing 
never could be carried on by slaves; it never could flourish 
even in a slave society. The care of vines, the selection 
of the kinds best suited to this peculiar climate, the work¬ 
ing up of new sorts, the experimenting necessary ta this 
country, the minute and intelligent labor demanded, and 
the judgment required in the manufacture of the wine,

The rocky, slaty hillsides along the rivers and through 
the interior—abandoned by the Americans for their bar¬ 
renness—are found, under the skilled labor of the free 
German, to bear a harvest richer than the richest yield 
of the river-bottom, though fertilized by the desposits of 
ages, and waving with the most luxuriant wheat. These 
hilltops and stony slopes are still offered at a merely 
nominal price to the emigrant, and they attract, each year, 
more and more of the best German laboring population. 

The German vine-growers are forming communities by 
themselves, and are natnrally in deadly hostility with 
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the slave States, there is a strong prejudice against 

_ ed people, and it exists to more or less extent in 

Massachusetts. However, the public sentiment of that 
State is up to this point; it has given them all the legal 
rights it gives to the rest of the people, and every man 
among them-has open to him all the avenues and pursuits 
of life. He can make himself what he chooses to be. 
There is a prejudice, and an unjust prejudice, in regard 
to men of intelligence and of personal character, men in 
every proper sense of the word highly respectable. I do 
not thtak in social life they are folly recognized; that 
colored men, with the same intellectual qualities, are not 
in Massachusetts regarded as they would be if they were 
white men.

EXPLORATIONS IN AFRICA* 


The first effort in reo 
Africa from the west w 
the auspices of the Afric 


foreign productions in the market are Manchester prints, 
beads, trinkets, and paper. The people are generally 
shrewd, fond of trade, and, if certain foreign productions 
could be introduced from the South, through the Niger 
and its tributaries, this inland commerce could be greatly 
increased. With regard to Christianizing Africa, all 
travellers agree that they must first be civilized ; to do 
which, commerce must be encouraged and extended. 
Livingstone and Barth, with Clapperton, Oldfield and 
preceding travellers, all agree in thiB, and show its neces¬ 
sity as well as practicability. 

The most serious thiDg to encounter in Central Africa 
is the slave trade, the terrible effects of which are tending 
to destroy the germs of civilization and the prosperity 
existing there. This is tending to depopulate the finer 
portions, and in time must completely annihilate the 
weaker and defenceless tribes. The magnitude of the 
great slave-hunting expeditions was among the most re¬ 
markable things which Dr. Barth witnessed. He accom¬ 
panied one led by the Sultan of Bornou, in which he was 
followed by an army of 10,000 horse and a large number 
on foot. These men are armed with bows and arrows* 
lances, clubs and a few fire-arms. A portion of the horse 
are beautifully equipped. The following presents a glow¬ 
ing picture of this negro army and the charming country 
they were pillaging :
